MORE FLAX NEEDED

flax has dwindled in recent years. 
This bas been due to some extent to 


an all out effort towards food produc- 
tion and the fact that the price 
lationship between wheat and flax has 
favoured wheat growing. With the 
improvement in the wheat situation 
and the possibility of too much wheat 
being grown, an increased acreage of 
flax is worthy of consideration. 
When planted on clean land, flax 
can be grown equally as well as wheat 
oats and barley. 


Since flax is not sus- 
ceptible to sawfly damage it may well 
prove desirable crop. than 
wheat in the sawfly areas. Clean seed 
is essential and farmers who wish to 
this crop should assure them- 
selves of seed supplies without delay.
